@ federal biulding to house the 
postoffice in Upland. 

“In this conection I am pleased 
to advise you that we are today 
requesting that a federal build- 
ing ~survey be made at Upland, 
in order that up to date informa- 
tion may ‘be on file with the post 
office and treasury departments 
for ‘consideration in connection 
with future authorizations which 
may be made for public building 
construction.” 

While attending the recent 
postmasters’ convention in Chi- 
cago, Mr. Brady contacted Mr. 
Purdum relative to the local post- 

situation. 

ae Brady predicted that the 
federal survey would be made 
goon. The survey would include 
the listing of data as to the size 
of the city, possible locations, 
cost of sites and the general 
needs of the community. ate 

Several years ago 4 similar 
survey was made here, but as 
explained by Mr. Purdum the 
data will be brought up to date 
and the information will be on 
file when money is made availa- 
ble for Iocal construction.

Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital super- 
intendent, said that persons with 
jbroken arms, fractured shoulders 
or injuries of an undetermined na- 
ture would greatly appreciate the 
adaptability of the new X-Ray 
equipment. The X-Ray machine 
can be taken to the patient rather 
than the patient to the X-Ray, 
Dr. Aita pointed out. 

The hospital’s large stationary 
X-Ray machine will also be used, 
the portable equipment being 
available for special cases. The
